Association Urged 


Lieutenant C. T. Kane, commanding 


officer of the Arcadia balloon school, 
was the honori-d guest of the Covina 
chamber of commerce at the weekly 
luncheon Tuesday. Lieutenant Kane is 
a forceful and concise speaker. He fear- 
lessly reviewed the present aircraft con- 
troversy and predicted some remarkable 
achievements which will be made in the 
air service during the coming years. It 
is his opinion that before ten years have 
elapsed that the lighter-than-nir service 
will be so developed that passengers 
will be landed on airships by fast aero- 
planes at any points of the route and 
that the ships will be 
KO constructed 


that they will be able to make a jour- 
ney completely around the vrorld with- 
out alighting. He said that this is not 
only possible, but is already assured. 


Lieutenant Kane visited the Covina 


chamber of commerce principally to ad- 
vocate the formation o'f a local chapter 
of the National Rifle association. Steps 
are .already being taken to secure in the 
neighborhood a thousand-yard range. 
Lieutenant Kane, in company with a, 
committee, visited two proposed sites 
during the afternoon and a report is 
expected next week as to whether these 
locations can be leased for a period of 
time. With the formation of a Nation- 
al Rifle association, the United States 
government will furnish annually 250 
rounds of ammunition for each mem- 
ber, rifles at cost and many of the other 
incidental expenses necessary for the 
upkeep of the range. The closest thou- 
sand-yard range at the present time is 
at Marsh field, Riverside, which waa 
opened by Lieutenant Kane only three 
weeks ago. With an organization and 
range at this point, it will have a ten- 
dency of attracting many riflemen of 
Los Angeles and other points. 


An 800-yard range was opened at 


Ross field several weeks ago, "id the 
opening shoot was attended by over 
350 riflemen from the city of Loa Ange-

Local Breeder Tells 


of New Use Found 
For Raising Rabbits 


H. G. Upham, citrus grower of Co- 


vina and rabbit breeder of prominence, 
was the speaker of the evening at the \ 
meeting of 
tho 
Associated 
Rabbit 


Breeders of Southern California in the 
Y. M. C. A. at Pomona on the 13th of 
this month. Mr. Upham told of the 
value of diversification in farming and 
of small animals as a product of the 
citrus farm. 


Mr. Upham's address was well pres- 


ented. He said: 


"Since I am a mere novice as a rab- 


bit breeder, I have concluded that our 
president has called, upon me for a 
paper because of an experiment I am 
conducting. It is really too soon to give 
the results of that experiment, but I 
can at least explain what I am trying! 
to do. 


Primarily, I am an orange grower, 


and since orange trees need a certain 
amount of fertilizer with a high nitro- 
gen content, and having often found .it 
difficult to obtain fertilizer that would 
prove satisfactory 
;under analysis, I 


conceived the idea of running my own I 
fertilizer plant. This was after I had! 
found out, upon investigation, that I 
rabbit manure was quoted as among' 
the richest natural fertilizers, being 
especially high in three chemical ele- 
ments very necessary to successful 
fertilization of all plant life—namely, 
nitrogen, potash and phosphoric acid. 


Farmers' bulletin No. 192 states that 


too often the best part of all barnyard 
fertilizer is lost when the urine is not 
saved. This is very rich in readily 
available nitrogen which quickly es- 
capes into the air if special precau- 
tions are not taken to prevent its loss. 


I have built my rabbitry with the 


main idea of saving all the animal ex- 
crement. 
My hutches are built with 


wire floors with sheets or galvanized 
iron below to catch the 
droppings. 


These sheets, in turn,"are sloped so as 
to throw the droppings into a water- 
tight trough below. Two four-compart- 
ment hutches are easily cared for by 
one trough. 


In order to prevent escape of the 


valuable urine, I put 15 pounds of 
gypsum in the trough. This absorbs 
all liquids and eliminates most of the 
otlor. All waste alfalfa is very valuable, 
having about 50 pounds of nitrogen to 
the ton. 


For the eight months I have been 


running this fertilizer plant, the fer- 
tilizer has averaged ;20 pounds per 
month per animal over two months of 
age. This does not include the gypsum, 
which is weighed when put into the 
troughs and which weight is then sub- 
tracted from the fertilizer taken from 
the troughs. One hundred rabbits, then, 
ver 2 months of age would produce j 


one ton of fertilizer per month. This 
fertilizer is worth at least $15 per ton 
and in selling it to the orchard, I can 
very considerably subtract from the 
cost of rabbit production. 


This year, having small storage fa- 


cilities for feed, I have been compelled 
to purchase in small lots and in con- 
sequence my upkeep is higher than - it 
should be when hay and grain can be 
bought at advantageous prices. It costs 
me on tho average of 28 cents per 
month to feed a rabbit older than 2 
months, but when I subtract the. value 
of the fertilizer sold to the orange 
grove, it averages 15 cents per month 
per rabbit. 


As an association we have been con- 


sidering the rabbit from a meat and 
fur standpoint, but do not overlook 
that very valuable by-product of the 
game—the fertilizer. If the members 
of the association who can make no 
use of their rabbit fertilizer at home, 
could pool their product and sell to 
the ranchers they could write off a 
large part of their monthly feed bill. 


And, of course, I must add that in 


breeding rabbits even for fertilizer, I 
have become interested in producing 
better rabbits. My aim now is to pro- 
duce a 1-pound animal in six weeks, and 
I think it can be clone, and we have 
had several litters on the honor roll 
already."
